Because  Pennsylvania  is  synonymous  with  industry, 
many  people  often  forget  that  agriculture  too  is  big  busi- 
ness in  the  Keystone  State. 

How  big?  Income  from  the  marketing  of  Pennsyl- 
vania's farm  production  is  more  than  $900  million  in  a 
year. 

How  big?  Almost  half  of  the  Commonwealth's  wage 
earners  earn  all  or  part  of  their  income  from  agribusi- 
ness. 

How  big?  The  value  of  the  state's  80,000  farms, 
equipment,  livestock  poultry  and  crop  production  is 
placed  at  four  billion  dollars,  a  tidy  sum  of  money  even 
in  these  days  of  space  flights.

PLANT  INDUSTRY 


Agricultural,  vegetable,  flower,  tree  and  shrub  seeds, 
and  mixtures  of  seeds  offered  for  sale  on  the  market  are 
checked  by  the  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry  for  purity, 
germination,  weed  seeds,  noxious  weed  seeds,  and  other 
conditions  to  determine  if  they  meet  the  labeling  require- 
ments of  the  Pennsylvania  Seed  Act. 

Recent  increases  in  acreage  yields  of  grain  crops 
and  potatoes  are  due  partly  to  the  availability  of  superior 
crop  seeds  furnished  through  the  seed  certification  ser- 
vice of  this  bureau. 

All  of  the  nurseries  in  the  state  are  inspected  each 
year,  and  those  found  free  of  plant  pests  are  officially 
certified.  Where  pests  are  found,  prompt  treatment  for 
control  is  a  requirement  for  certification.  This  assures 
buyers  of  Pennsylvania  grown  nursery  stock  that  the 
material  is,  as  far  as  can  be  determined,  free  of  plant 
pests  known  to  exist  in  the  Commonwealth,  such  as  black 
stem  rust  of  cereal  crops,  oak  wilt  disease,  gypsy  moth, 
European  chafer  beetle,  cereal  leaf  beetle,  spotted  alfalfa 
aphid,  and  corn  viruses.

Reinfestations  of  the  gypsy  moth  from  heavily  infested 
areas  of  New  York  and  New  Jersey,  believed  to  be 
brought  about  by  wind  dispersal,  are  becoming  a  greater 
problem  every  year  in  Pennsylvania.  It  is  estimated 
that  the  gypsy  moth  will  present  the  greatest  pest  control 
problem  for  the  next  four  or  five  years.  By  that  time 
the  bureau  hopes  to  be  able  to  us«^  a  male  sterile  tech- 
nique, as  part  of  the  control  activity,  which  will  make  it 
possible  to  gradually  reduce  the  amount  of  spraying  re- 
quired. 

Control  programs  forpestsof  agricultural  importance 
are  conducted,  based  on  use  of  approved  chemicals  or 
biological  agents.  Release  of  parasites,  such  as  Ooen- 
certus  for  gypsy  moth  and  parasitic  wasps  for  alfalfa 
weevil,  has  proved  to  be  effective.  State  or  federal 
quarantines  may  be  established  to  regulate  the  movement 
of  hazardous  material  in  affected  areas  until  control  has 
been  obtained.

ANIMAL  INDUSTRY 


The  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  develops  and  enforces 
those  Department  of  Agriculture  programs  and  regula- 
tions which  will  most  effectively  prevent,  control  and 
eradicate  transmissible  diseases  of  livestock  and  poultry. 
These  endeavors  are  state  and  federal  cooperative  pro- 
grams and  are  promulgated  to  eliminate  health  hazards 
to  livestock  and  poultry,  not  only  in  Pennsylvania,  but 
on  a  regional  and  national  basis. 

The  current  programs  and  methods  have  been  effec- 
tive, having  completely  eliminated  such  diseases  as  sheep 
scabies,  vesicular  exanthema  and  foot-and-mouth  dis- 
ease; and  reducing  incidences  of  many  others  to  very 
low  levels.  The  ultimate  goal  must  be  complete  eradica- 
tion in  order  to  protect  the  large  investment  of  the  live- 
stock and  poultry  industry,  thus  safeguarding  and  insur- 
ing adequate  and  wholesome  food  supplies  for  population. 

The  bureau  continually  works  with  those  in  the  field 
of  veterinary  and  allied  research  and  education  to  keep 
departmental  programs  abreast  of  the  most  recent  de- 
velopments and  discoveries. 

The  United  States  Livestock  Sanitary  Association, 
with  representatives  from  all  fifty  states,  provides-the 
leadership  and  the  coordinating  force  behind  national 
programs.  This  organization  deserves  much  of  the  credit 
for  the  present  status  of  departmental  regulatory  pro- 
grams in  the  nation's  animal  industry.

Pennsylvania  Fair  Fund,  for  the  enforcement  of  all 
phases  of  the  Bureau  of  Markets  Law,  the  state  fresh 
egg  law,  the  marking  laws  for  potatoes,  apples,  peaches, 

,  pears  and  grapes;  and  the  law  pertaining  to  filing  of  re- 
ports by  farmer  cooperatives. 

;  The  bureau  is  also  responsible  for  enforcing  rules 

and  regulations  pertaining  to  the  grading  and  inspection

FOODS  AND  CHEMISTRY 


The  Bureau  of  Foods  and  Chemistry  is  the  consumer 
protection  service  of  the  Department.  It  is  the  responsi- 
bility of  the  bureau's  Food  Division  to  make  certain  that 
foods  purchased  are  wholesome,  free  of  illegal  additives 
and  properly  labeled.  In  carrying  out  this  work,  27  food 
inspectors  are  assigned  throughout  the  Commonwealth  to 
inspect  establishments  where  food  and  beverages  are 
prepared,  processed,  stored,  displayed,  sold,  and  served. 
Over  6,000  food  samples  are  examined  annually  in  one  of 
the  five  laboratories  located  in  Pennsylvania. 

In  addition  to  the  basic  general  food  law,  the  food  div- 
ision enforces  specific  laws  relating  to  the  manufacturing 
and  licensing  of  ice  cream  plants,  bakeries,  and  bottlers 
of  beverages.  Cold  storage  warehouses  and  locker  plants 
are  also  licensed  and  routinely  inspected^ 

Nearly  20,000  laboratory  tests  are  made  annually  by 
the  Division  of  Feed  and  Fertilizer  to  check  manufac- 
turers' guarantees  for  protein,  fat,  fiber,  drug  level,  and 
mineral  content.  Farmers  depend  on  these  guarantees 
in  buying  raw  materials  such  as  animal  feed,  lime  and 
fertilizer  for  growing  crops  and  feeding  poultry  and  live- 
stock. 

The  Division  of  Milk  Sanitation  annually  issues  more 
than  3,000  permits  to  dairies  in  Pennsylvania  and  adja- 
cent states  which  sell  milk  in  Pennsylvania.  These  plants 
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protein  determination  test 

are  inspected  regularly  by  the  bureau.  Dairy  employees 
are  certified  to  inspect  farms  to  see  that  cows  and  milk 
are  being  handled  in  a  manner  to  insure  rigid  standards 
of  quality. 

The  laboratory  facilities  located  in  the  wing  of  the 
Agriculture  Building  tests  all  feed,  fertilizer,  and  liming 
samples  lifted  by  seven  field  agents.  The  laboratory  also 
analyzes  foods,  including  dairy  products  gathered  by 
food  agents  and  milk  sanitarians.  Laboratories  located 
in  Philadelphia,  Pittsburgh,  Wilkes-Barre,  and  Erie  are 
contracted  to  make  chemical  andbacterialogical  examina- 
tions of  foods  delivered  by  agents  and  sanitarians  assigned 
in  these  areas. 

Work  is  also  done  in  the  bureau's  special  laboratory 
which  is  equipped  to  determine  the  levels  of  pesticide 
residues  in  food,  milk  and  agriculture  commodities.

DOG  LAW  ENFORCEMENT  | 

I 

The  Bureau  of  Dog  Law  Enforcement  is  the  Depart- 
ment's newest  bureau.  It  was  created  to  implement  a 
new  and  modern  dog  law  known  as  the  Pennsylvania  Dog 
Law  of  1965. 

The  bureau  has  been  involved  in  drafting  various  rules 
and  regulations  required  by  law.  First  of  these  was  a 
set  of  rules  and  regulations  for  the  operation  of  kennels 
and  for  the  transportation  of  dogs. 

Another  group  of  rules  and  regulations,  which  grant 
financial  assistance  for  the  development  of  community 
dog  shelters,  state  that  the  Department  will  provide  funds 
for  an  approved  shelter  at  the  rate  of  $1  for  every  $2 
invested  by  the  agency.  The  minimumpayment  is  $1,000, 
the  maximum  $15,000. 

Other  regulations  specify  that  agencies  will  be  paid 
$2  per  dog  for  holding,  caring  for  and  humanely  disposing 
of,  when  necessary,  unlicensed  stray  dogs  picked  up  by 
law  enforcement  agencies. 
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CROP  REPORTING  SERVICE 


The  Pennsylvania  Crop  Reporting  Service  is  respon- 
sible for  collecting,  analyzing  and  disseminating  agri- 
cultural facts  for  and  within  the  Commonwealth.  Infor- 
mation received  from  voluntary  reporters  representing 
virtually  all  facets  of  Pennsylvania  agriculture  provides 
the  basic  data  for  timely  estimates  of  crop  and  livestock 
production.  The  service  is  a  cooperative  operation  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Department  of  Agriculture  and  the  Statisti- 
cal Reporting  Service  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agri- 
culture. 

Reports  issued  by  the  service  include:  a  weekly 
broiler  report;  a  weekly  weather  and  crop  summary  dur- 
ing the  growing  season;  monthly  reports  on  milk  and  egg 
production;  prices  received  and  paid  by  farmers;  animal 
slaughter;  and  chicks  hatched.  During  the  growing 
season,  monthly  reports  cover  the  progress  of  vegetable, 
fruit,  potato,  tobacco  and  grain  production.  Periodic 
reports  on  livestock  inventories,  maple  syrup,  honey, 
calf,  lamb,  wool  and  pig  crops  are  also  provided.  Special 
reports  are  also  issued  in  response  to  requests  for 
more  detailed  information  on  various  aspects  of  the 
state's  agriculture. 

Approximately  15,000  farm  operators  serve  as  the 
backbone  of  this  agency  by  voluntarily  supplying  timely 
information  from  the  farm  front.  Also  important  is  the 
cooperation  given  by  handlers  of  farm  products,  dealers 
in  farm  services  and  supplies,  marketing  and  processing 
firms,  banks  and  general  businesses. 

Mailed  reports  are  supplemented  in  June  and  Nov- 
ember each  year  by  trained  interviewers  who  obtain 
information  from  farmers  in  scientifically  selected 
sample  areas.  This  approach  is  augmented  by  a  samp- 
ling of  large  operators  throughout  the  state. 
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SOIL  AND  WATER  CONSERVATION 


The  State  Soil  and  Water  Conservation  Commission 
was  created  as  an  agency  in  the  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture by  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Pennsylvania.  Also  contained  in  the  same  act  is  the 
authorization  for  the  establishment  of  local  soil  and  water 
conservation  districts. 

The  purpose  of  this  act  is  "to  provide  for  the  conser- 
vation of  the  soil  and  soil  resources  of  this  Common- 
wealth, and  for  the  control  and  prevention  of  soil  erosion, 
and  thereby  to  preserve  natural  resources;  assist  in  the 
control  of  floods;  prevent  impairment  of  dams  and  reser- 
voirs; assist  in  maintaining  the  navigability  of  rivers  and 
harbors;  preserve  wildlife;  preserve  the  tax  base;  pro- 
tect public  lands;  and  protect  and  promote  the  health, 
safety  and  general  welfare  of  the  people  of  the  Common- 
wealth." 

Since  the  enactment  of  the  Soil  and  Water  Conservation 
District  Law  in  1945,  sixty-four  of  Pennsylvania's  sixty- 
seven  counties  have  been  declared  Soil  and  Water  Conser- 
vation Districts.  The  latest,  Cameron  County,  became 
a  district  on  June  16,  1966. 

With  the  rapid  increase  in  population  that  has  been 
occurring  and  will  apparently  continue,  conservation  of 
natural  resources  is  one  of  the  most  important  problems 
facing  the  state  and  nation  today,  Thisfacthas  been  par- 
ticularly emphasized  by  the  recognition  that  none  of  the 
natural  resources  are  inexhaustible,  be  it  soil,  minerals, 
open  space  -  even  pure  air  and  the  very  water  we  drink. 
Unless  these  resources  are  preserved  and  used  wisely, 
future  generations  will  suffer  because  of  the  failure  of 
the  present  generation  to  act. 
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Farm  Show  winner 


STATE  FARM  SHOW 

The  51st  Pennsylvania  Farm  Show,  January  9-13,  1967, 
patterned  after  the  "Golden  Fiftieth,"  was  the  most  suc- 
cessful of  all  the  shows.  Ideal  weather  brought  record 
crowds  estimated  at  710,000,  the  highest  in  Farm  Show 
history. 

In  agricultural  competition,  cash  awards  won  by  3,785 
exhibitors  of  10,398  entries  amounted  to  $52,365o85. 

The  theme  for  the  show  "A  Progressive  Agriculture 
Benefits  YOU  -  The  Consumer"  was  well  illustrated  by 
many  of  the  educational  and  agribusiness  exhibits. 

The  Farm  Show  is  conducted  by  the  Pennsylvania  State 
Farm  Products  Show  Commission.  Serving  the  commis- 
sion in  an  advisory  capacity  is  the  Farm  Show  Committee 
that  is  made  up  of  representatives  of  57  different  agri- 
cultural and  educational  organizations. 

In  addition  to  the  four  state-sponsored  shows  -  the 
All-American  Dairy  Show,  Junior  Dairy  Show,  Livestock 
Exposition  and  Farm  Show,  64  separate  events  were 
scheduled  during  the  1966-67  fiscal  year. 


HARNESS  RACING  COMMISSION 


The  State  Harness  Racing  Commission  -  under  Act 
728,  approved  December  22,  1959  -  has  responsibility 
and  jurisdiction  in  regulating  all  activities  in  Pennsyl- 
vania relating  to  pari-mutuel  harness  racing. 

In  its  four  years  of  operation,  this  industry  has  grown 
and  gained  a  respected  position  in  the  sport  of  harness 
racing.  Increased  attendance  and  wagering  at  tracks  in 
Pennsylvania  during  this  period  has  resulted  in  revenue 
totaling  more  than  $21  million  for  the  Commonwealth. 
In  addition,  the  Philadelphia  School  District  has  received 
over  $5  million. 

The  four  licensed  associations  conducted  meets  with 
a  total  of  248  days  of  racing  in  1966.   The  licensees  are: 

Liberty  Bell  Racing  Association  which  conducts  its 
meets  at  Liberty  Bell  Park  in  the  northeastern  section  of 
Philadelphia. 

William  Penn  Racing  Association  which  also  uses 
Liberty   Bell   Park  for   its   allotted  days  of  racing. 

The  Washington  Trotting  Association  which  operates 
The  Meadows  in  Washington  County. 

Pocono  Downs,  Inc.,  which  conducts  its  racing  at 
Pocono  Downs  Track  in  Luzerne  County. 

These  tracks  have  been  rated  by  horsemen  as  among 
the  finest  and  fastest  five-eighth  mile  ovals  in  the  world.

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Pennsylvania  History, 
Topography  and  Climate 

Pennsylvania,  one  of  the  thirteen  original  states,  was  settled  by 
William  Penn  at  Upland  (now  called  Chester)  in  1682.  The  grant  of  the 
territory  west  of  the  Delaware  River  was  made  to  Penn  by  the  King 
of  England  in  settlement  of  a  debt  of  $80,000  due  the  estate  of  Penn's 
father  for  services  rendered  as  an  Admiral  in  the  English  Navy.  The 
English  secured  this  territory  from  the  Dutch  in  1664. 

The  State  originally  consisted  of  three  counties:  Philadelphia, 
Chester  and  Bucks.  The  number  was  increased  by  dividing  these 
counties  from  time  to  time  until  the  number  reached  67.  The  last 
county  created  was  Lackawanna  in  1878. 

The  State  is  rectangular  in  shape  and  about  302  miles  long  by 
176  wide.  It  contains  45,215  square  miles,  or  28,828,000  acres  of 
land  area,  and  is  thirty-third  in  size  among  the  states.  It  is  not  quite 
as  large  as  New  York  but  a  little  larger  than  Virginia,  and  is  more 
than  twice  as  large  as  New  Jersey,  Delaware  and  Maryland  put  to- 
gether. 

TOPOGRAPHY 

Pennsylvania,  as  is  the  case  in  most  Atlantic  States,  has  compara- 
tively level  lands  in  the  east  and  is  more  mountainous  in  the  central 
and  western  sections.  The  elevation  of  the  land  varies  from  less  than 
one  hundred  feet  above  sea  level  in  the  southeastern  part  of  the  State 
to  approximately  three  thousand  feet  at  the  summit  of  some  of  the 
ridges  in  the  Allegheny  Mountains. 

The  Piedmont  province,  one  of  three  topographic  provinces  cross- 
ing the  State,  takes  in  all  the  land  southeast  of  South  Mountain.  The 
second  is  the  Ridge  and  Valley  province  in  the  central  section  of  the 
State.  It  is  largely  mountainous  on  the  west.  The  topography  con- 
sists of  many  long  ridges  of  1,000  and  1,500  feet  high,  separating  many 
beautiful  and  fertile  valleys.  The  largest  valleys  are  the  Nittany  and 
the  Kishacoquillas.  The  Allegheny  Mountain  and  Plateau  province 
lies  to  the  west  and  north  of  the  Ridge  and  Valley  province  and  covers 
about  two-thirds  of  the  entire  area  of  Pennsylvania.  The  streams  and 
the  valleys  of  this  western  section  wind  in  all  directions,  and  the  sur- 
face is  a  maze  of  hills  and  valleys,  quite  high  in  the  eastern  part  of  the 
province  but  becoming  gently  rolling  in  the  west. 

CLIMATE 

Pennsylvania  is  in  that  part  of  the  United  States  having  compara- 
tively heavy  rainfall.  It  is  heaviest  over  most  of  the  State  during  the 
spring  and  summer  months,  just  when  it  will  do  most  good  for  the 
growing  of  crops.  The  State  is  in  the  zone  of  prevailing  westerly 
winds.  Throughout  most  of  the  State  the  wind  blows  chiefly  from  the 
northwest  in  winter  and  from  the  southwest  during  the  summer,  except 
when  disturbed  by  storms.    Annual  precipitation  averages  42  inches. 

AGRICULTURAL  OPPORTUNITIES 

Agribusiness  -  agriculture  and  its  allied  enterprise  -  is  Pennsyl- 
vania's major  industry.  Its  importance  is  emphasized  by  the  fact 
that  approximately  43  per  cent  of  the  wage  earners  in  Pennsylvania 
now  derive  all  or  part  of  their  income  from  Agribusiness. 

Agriculture,  as  the  keystone  of  Pennsylvania's  Agribusiness,  today 
supplies  unexcelled  farm  products  to  the  nation's  major  commodity 
markets.  Pennsylvania's  role  will  be  even  more  important  in  the 
future  as  a  source  of  both  food  and  technical  know-how  in  helping  to 
feed  the  world's  rapidly  expanding  population.
